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é& writer in a recent issue of the ATLANTIC MONTHLY 
considers that the allusions to Atlantis in the ~ 
"Meropidae" of Theopompus, were taken from a satiric 
comedy by Thespis attacking Solon. 

The source of this story appears to be Plutarch, 
where it is stated that Solon rebuked Thespis for his 
innovations in comedy, in particular for his habit of 
making a mock of such matters as contracts. However 
there does not seem to be the slightest evidence for 
essuming that the play to which Solon objected was to 
be construed as an attack upon himself, the words of 
Plutarch - in the various translations, seem to indicate 
that it was the whole principle of the innovation in 
dramatic art which met ge strong disapprovele 

Another point is that while the "Meropidae" of 
Theopompus, as far as it hes come down to us, seems to 
refer to an invasion by the Guanches of the Canary 
Islands, the famous “Atlantikos" of Solon, which was a 
source material for his great nephew Plato, was on quite 
different lines. 

Our only source for the “Meripodac" is the "Varia 
Historia" of Aclian, written in 200 AD, so a modicum 
of uncertainty is permissible but, nevertheless, there 
seems to be but little justification for the assumption 
as to its origin. 

At the time when Thcopompus was writing there were 
many sources of material still available which were 
denicd to later generations, and of these the lost play 
by Thespis was only — much of the written and mem= 
orised history consul y Plato was yet in evidence. 
There are 149 known nt pee sources on Atlantis, cx- 
cluding Thespis, of these over half were available to 
Theopompus, while the number of sources which have 
passed outside our ken must be equally as largc. 

For those who desire a further check on the Solon- 

hespis story there is another version in Diogenes 
nertius i.59. 
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FROM THE MINOTAUROS OF CRETE TO DONN, THE BULL OF IRELAND 
- By KAte Miller Lisowski 

















From the Minotauros of Crete to Donn, the Bull of Ireland 





It seems a "far cry" from Crete to Ireland, but there 
are traces, dim and effaced though, from the one to the 
other. My articles in Béaloideas, "Contributions to a 
study in Folklore, Donn", 1948, and in"Etudes Celtiques", 
"Donn Ff{rinne, Tech Duinn, An Tarbh", 1952 have already 
touched on this subject. 

It is not possible for me to tackle it from a lin- 
guistic point of view. Professor Lewy, in his "Der Bau 
der Europaeischen Sprachen", deals with this region. It 
is the “Atlantic Area". 

Besides literary survivals, traditions, customs, 
religious beliefs, one may consider geographical names. 
Here certain isles, handed down to us along the eastern 
shores of the Atlantic, are all named after (St.) Michael. 
They seem at first simply come from Christian times in 
the Middle-ages. But there could be something more behind 
them, something "Veiled"; there seems to be something 
sinister behind them Is it the spirit of St. Michael, 
supposed to be God's Messenger, who collects the dead, 
those "doomed" to die? Is there something deeper, 
inscrutably mysterious behind the name of St. Michael? 

There is an old Irish word, "troc, truagh," meaning: 
wretched, miserable; and an Icelandic word which, though 
not in form, looks similar in meaning, "feigr", doomed to 
die, wretched, afraid of death, later on, “cowardly”. 
Both words seem near the spirit of the name, which seems 
hidden behind. 

It was not I, who was struck by the strange coinci- 
dence of coming so often across the same name for all the 
islands. An Seabhac drew my attention to the curious 
fact that all along the Atlantic coast, from the West of 
Ireland to North Africa (and elsewhere along the North- 
Eastern shores) one comes across St. Michael or simply 
Michael. .An Seabhac had noted down for me the following 
names: 

4) Ireland: Scelig Michel (Skellig Michael) 
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Cornwall: Ste Michael Mount. 
France: Mont Ste Michel. 
Africa: Ste Miguel (Azores). 
Canaries: Ste Miguel de la Palma. 
Italy, coast: San Micheli. 
Finland; © town: Mikkeli (St. Michaeli). 
The Spanish Embassy informed An Seabhac of some more 
place=-names, connected with (St.) Michael. The Commandant 
Muiri an Chuain wrote in a letter of April 1951. Readable 
to me were only: 
8) vo a Miguel (near Asturia, at the Cantabrian 
coast). 
9) and 10) St. Michil and nearby "Tower of Michil". 
11) Pueblo de San Miguel, necr France. 
12) Island of Ibiza: Puerto de San Michael. 
Another list of placc=-names came from the Irish Depart= 
ment of External Affairs, in July 1951. Unfortunately 
it was unreadable to mec. 

The Danish Archivist, J.K. Sorensen wrote in a lctter, 
August 1951 about a dozen place-names, connected with 
Micheel in Denmark. 

The Swedish Archivist, Bertil Flemstrém, announced 
in September 1951, that he had two dozen place=—nemes in 
Sweden, referring to St. Michael. 

About place-names in Norway I had no information. 

But a book about Norway mentions "Mikkelshole," ("Michael's 
Cave",) near Skien, a town already famous in the 12th 
century. Michael's Cave is a singular cavity in a rock 

on the left bank of the river, near the town. In olden 
times they say that there were Christian services held 
secretly. 

Had all these places, named after Michael, perhaps 
a connection with Cornwall? (s.below!). 

In August 1951 Prof. Vendryes wrote to me from Paris: 
Mont Michel in Normandy got its name before the Norman 
invasion in 705 “anterieure aux prémieres incursions des 
Normands". This is important. 

There exists a book by the Rev. Thomas Taylor, on 
"the Celtic Christianity of Cornwall". Taylor believes 
that St. Michael “probably derived from prehistoric 
remains of which there is no trace." - The "names are all 
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of them insular, British or Irish, or native Breton", 

and Taylor continues “whether the cult of St. Michael 
superseded some earlier cult in Cornwall, it is impossible 
to say", but “terra sancta Michaelis de Cornugallia im- 
plies another St. Michaelis." Taylor continues “there 

was a continual intercourse between the two monasteries 

in Cornwall and in Normandy", evidently, a sort of rivalry 
between these two places about pilgrimages! (p.141) "St. 
Michael's Mount in Cornwall was associated with St. 
Michael before the Saxon Invasion of Cornwall. It pro- 
bably derived from pre-historic remains", and "St. 

Michael was after the Babylonian captivity in special 
veneration of the Jews". 

Here a book by John Peter, "Early Hebrew Stories" 
is worth mentioning: “Prehistoric Gods end in -el (Israel, 
Samuel, Raphael, Michael etc.)" Taylor goes on: “Michael 
was supposed to be warring in the regions above Man's 
head, on lonely hilltops, they found him a house accord- 
ingly, on the Cornish Mount." “There was a religious 
community at the Mount of Cornwall, worthy to be his site. 
Thus the proper site of the Archangel was clearly the 
hilltop." 

It must have been a grand community at one time. 
There existed in early times 240 churches, now submerged, 
round the Mount of Cornwall. "That the Mount bearing the 
name of St. Michael before the Norman conquest hardly 
admits any doubt", and Taylor concludes "St. Michael of 
Cornwall was the name of a religious community, not 
identical with St. Michael of Normandy." 

Here the information of Prof. Vendryes is of special 
interest: "The name of Ste Michael existed before the 
Normen invasione" This would meet Taylor's “terra sancts 
Michaelis de Cornugallia implies another St. Michael." 

Thus, evidently, another Ste Michacl was blended 
with a later one. 

This did not matter to the “ancient mariner." 

One does not know the original name or names of the 
isles! At any rate, they may have been “baptised” in 
early timese The early navigators, who sailed the 
"yerilous seas" felt probably often in the “grip of 
death", in the hands of one or the other St. Michael. 
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It is the foreboding of death with which they had to 
struggle. The roaring sea was always around them No 
wonder that the Irish felt "trdédc", the Icelanders "feigr", 
in the old sense of "doomed". 

The God of the ocean, Poseidon (Neptune), has the 
surname of "the roaring bull". This corresponds with the 
Folklore-Donn and with that of the Tdin, terror-spreading 
like the sea. 

Now, in the Rom. Cath. Mncyclop. (S.Michel) is told 
a superstition about a bull, who sits in a cave under 
Mont San Michel, the famous cathedral. It is brought in 
connection with the bull in South Italy (Monte San 
Michele). They all seem related to the bull of Crete, 
which sits in the labyrinth! Thus the circle is nearly 
closed: from Ireland, France, Spain, Italy, Crete. 

We come to the same area with regard to geographical 
names and traditions as Prof. Lewy does with his lin- 
guistic researche 

It looks as if all along the Atlantic area an old 
bull cult was as in Crete. Is it only the reminiscence 
of some ancient religion? Prof. Dr. Weissweiler : 
Vorindogermanische Schuchten der Irisch Heldensage :; 
pp 47-26 : Der Stier in der Ulstersage. 

This is suggested by Sir Arthyr Evans' book, "The 
Palace of Knossos" (mentioned in Béaloideas, Chapte 10 
and in Etudes Celtiques. ) 

Among those excavations there were frescoes and 
sculptures which show “scenes where boys and girls are 
in the act of performing special feats namely jumping 
one after another over the back of a bull”, illustrated 
convincingly and ingeniously by L. Cottrell, Picture 16. 

Now the old Irish scribes seem not to have been able 
to visualize this scene, or they had confused ideas 
about it. They wrote "50 boys were sitting on the back 
of the bull, playing there." 

Is there a faint connection between the Bull of 
Crete and the Irish Bull? / 

An Seabhac gave me some versions of the Tain: 

4) The Yellow Book of Lecan, (publ. in English by 
Strachan and Kaeffe. ) 
Here the special passage could not be found. 
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II) Book of Leinster (Ed Windish, p.190: translated 
into German). 
There was written a "Spielkunststlicke" which was 
performed by the boys on Donn's back. In an ad- 
ditional note below was written: ag “buanfach agus 
buanoireactus agus an bigireact” the meaning of 
which is "Jungen mittleren alters auf einem Seitem 
Rlicken beim Brettspeil and in Schoner Versammlung 
flunkernd. 

III) But in the "Book of Leinster and Allied MSS (VIII 
B & C), published by Dunn, there is a translation: 
“Young fellows found room on his (i.e. Donn's) 
back to play draughts, assemble and for leaping" 
(Here it is positively said that they were leaping.) 

May I add here something told to me by Lord Moyne in 
Dubline In about 1932 at Arles, by the mouth of the Rhone, 
he was present at traditional games, held in the Roman 
Amphitheatre. He said that there existed competitions 
in which boys and girls took part, to snatch rosettes 
from the heads of young bulls, and that various acrobatic 
leaps came into display. He was told that actual bull- 
fights, such fights being known as “Mise 4 mort” were also 
held in the Amphitheatre. Such fights were illegal, but 
only involved the payment of a nominal fine. Bull- 
fighters were said to come for these fights from Spain. 
Lord Moyne was told that one bull was so famous that a 
monument was erected to him. 

So there existed sports in olden and modern times 
not only in ancient Crete, but still now in modern Spain 
and also shown in the South of France; perhaps it existed 
also in Italy, maybe all along the Mediterranean, which 
after all is only a “bay” of the Atlantic. 

In Béaloideas I had noted down 144 items of Irish 
traditions dealing with Donn, collected for me by com- 
pilers from local people. About one third of them deal 
with Donn in connection with death and disaster. 

If we hold against these tragic stories those about 
the Minotauros (The stories of Theseus, the yearly tri- 
bute of boys and girls, taken to their doom, the Ariadne- 
Drama, the suicide of the father of Theseus, because the 
black sails were left on the ship) the two bulls look 
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mysteriously alike, in their grimness, in their affect 
on the fates of man, they look like contemporaries of the 
same dark ageée 

In this connection may be mentioned a book by Naomi 
Mitchison, “The Corn King and the Spring Queen." It 
deals with prehistoric times, and the scene is mostly in 
the north of the Black Sea. Here the future King had to 
fight for his supremacy against the old King in a bull- 
fight. 

Another book, written by one Arthur Sutherland, is 
about Spain. Here in the South of the country a herd 
of young bulls is called by the people "the herd of death" 
(either doomed to die or giving death!) - 

The men of Crete were great sailorse Did they go 
to Cornwall, famous for tin and copper, which they needed 
for their bronze-wares? Did they perhaps make a "day- 
tour" off Cornwall to that sort of “ultima thule", 
Ireland, for gold in its rivers? And did perhaps a man 
of Crete come across some Pre-Irish fisherman to whom he 
spun a long yarn about their marvellous Minotauros, to 
which the astonished native of ancient Ireland could 
offer his own bull, An Tarbh? But in what tongue could 
the two have conversed? It is easier to curse or spit 
in many languages than to spin a long yarn. What lan- 
guages could the ancient inhabitants of Ireland have 
conversed in? Was it an old Greek dialect? Was it in 
Bask? 

It is possible that the whole story comes round and 
right. If we look at "Tech Duinn" (quite near Skellig 
Michael) which, according to old MSS, perused by Kuno 
Mayer was called "The House of Donn" (s. "Der Irische 
Totengott and die Toteninsel", Akademie der Wissenschaften, 
Berlin 1919). According to K. Meyer it was “the assembly 
place of the dead". Skellig Michael is quite near Tach 
Dunn, mentioned by An Seabhac. These two islands were 
probably in olden times connected, and probably connected 
with all Ireland. There cxist many weird stories about 
ite 

Tech Duinn, as it is now, was a few years ago photo- 
graphed in “The Irish Press", now only a grim looking 
rock. 
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Was the name originally, the two names "Tech Duinn" 
and "An Tarbh", which are both parts of the name for one 
and the same island, it was a compound, which would then 
have been “Tech Duinn An Tarbh", namely the "House of 
Donn, the Bull"? 

Then the whole story would really come round and 
right, and K.Meyer, without realising it, would have 
brought the "Tain" to the right conclusion, that it 
meant the island of Donn, on the back of which 50 boys 
could comfortably have sate 

After all these considerations the question arises, 
whether one may bring the Atlentic area in connection 
with the Basques, who were once widely spread in the west 
of Europe, a dying-out blood-group (Rh negative), as well 
as a dying-out people. 

Did they leave the many strange cave-paintings in 
the South of France, the North and East of Spain? They 
are said to abound among other animals, in bullse 

So we may say, that there are three different aspects: 

4) the linguistic one 
2) the geographical one 
3) the spiritual one 
which obviously meet in the Atlantic area. 








THE BARBER THEORY OF THE GYROSCOPIC EARTH 








Mr. Adam D. Barber, a lawyer of Washington.D.C. 
The head of the Barber Scientific Foundation, has worked 
out a most complicated series of mathematical formulae 
dealing with the movements of the earth. The theory is 
summarised in the following, the words being those of 
Mr. Barber: 


"4. That as the earth makes its orbit of 572 million 
miles around the sun, it at the same time makes a small 
orbit of 9 million miles in circumference. This small 
orbit is spread out over the large orbit, causing the 
earth to be 2,895,000 miles nearer the sun in December 
than in June, the latter figure b:ing the diameter of the 
small orbit. In other words the large orbit is practic= 
ally a true (and possibly exactly true) circle, with the 
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sun off centre by about 3 million miles. The distance to 
the sun at 91 million miles in round numbers, is so great 
that when the sun is viewed at a mere difference of three 
million miles, there is no perceptible variation to the 
naked eye in the size of the sun's disc. 

Astronomers have never discovered this small orbit, 
but adhere to the centuries old theory that the three 
million miles difference in distance to the sun at dif- 
ferent periods of the year is caused by the gravitational 
pull of the moon, sun, planets and other heavenly bodies; 
and that the orbit of the earth is an ellipse (egg 
shaped) with the sun at the large end. My view is that 
it is a true circle, eccentric Core centre) as to the sun, 
and which is proved by the figures hereafter shown. 

2. That when the axis of the earth comes at right 
angles to both the large and small orbits at the same 
moment the earth makes a sudden shift of about 135 degrees, 
turning at right angles to its customary plane of rota- 
tion, the path the north pole takes during the turn des-—- 
cribing an are of about 90 degrees. This to a certainty 
has occurred and will occur every nine thousand years in 
round numbers. 

The earth lacks 251 miles each year of completing 
its small orbit of 9,000,000 miles, thus requiring 
36,000 years to complete the loss of one circuit. Ninety 
degrees is one-fourth of a circle, so as the shift takes 
the axis away from dead centre by ninety degrees, then 
the shift occurs at one-fourth of 36,000, years which is 
9,000 years. 

The next shift will occur on December 21st or June 
2ist of any of the next fifty years. Those are the short- 
est and longest dayse The axis of the earth can become 
at right angles to both orbits only on the shortest or 
longest day, provided the earth is nearest or farthest 
away from the sun on that day. That occurs once at the 
end of every 9,029.87 years. 

After the shift the sun will rise in the WEST and 
set in the EAST for another 9000 yearse 

Astronomers inform us that on June 21 or December 21 
of any year now the earth will be at about its farthest 
or nearest distance to the sune This distance, I am 
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informed, can NOT be measured with enough precision to 
state the exact year of shift. The fifty year limit is 
considered a sure range. It may come this year or next 
year, or possibly ten years, but surely within fifty 
years. 

The process of the gyroscopic pressure and centri- 
fugal force combining to cause the shift is somewhat com 
plicated and therefore requires quite consideration and 
study. However a quite simple mechanical gyroscopic ex- 
periment which eny one can make, shows that the shift is 
about 135 degrees turn, first at right angles to the 
plane of rotation of the earth and then at right angles 
to the latter plane, taking the axis 90 degrees away from 
dead centre or right angles to the orbits, so that after 
the shift the axis is parallel to the orbits. The CRUCIAL 
FACT is that when the axis BECOMES AT RIGHT ANGLES TO BOTH 
ORBITS at the SAME MOMENT that the longest or shortest 
day occurs, the shift occurs. The shift could possibly 
occur ten or fifteen years or more, before such moment, 
at a time when the gyroscopic pressure at right angles 
to the orbits is EQUAL to the gyroscopic pressure parallel 
to the orbitse Computing such a previous moment with ac- 
curacy would be a most laborious task, perhaps requiring 
over a month's time. 

3.- That the shift is basically caused by gyroscopic 
pressure at right angles to the orbits of the earth. 

This occurs because the earth as 4 huge gyroscope, when 
it reaches right angles or ‘dead centre’ of the orbits, 
can no longer press forward, end on account of its 
momentum on its orbit, creates the gyroscopic pressure 
at right angles, causing the shift. 

This complex situation is thus briefly described to 
show the difficulty of using language only to set forth 
the causes of the. shift." 

What is of interest to readers of ATLANTIS is the 
fact that Mr. Barber considers that his shifts occur at 
fixed periods, and that the periods are a quarter of the 
Drayson period of 36,000 years, mentioned in the previous 
issue. 

I am not at all sure that the situation is anything 
near as desperate as Mr. Barber assumes, for even if the 
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earth is a top spinning in space, in my opinion it would 
take some external —- ie€e cosmic cause —- to cause such 
ashifte By this I mean an asteroid, the planet Venus, 
the planet Luna, Halleys Comet, or any of the other 
causes into which we have looked during the past few 
yearse 

However, if it does happen it would be an interest- 
ing vindication of Mr. Barbers theories. 





ASPECTS OF TIAHUANACO

I. The Gigantic Head 





The Gigantic Head (48" x 28" x 28") is all that 
remains of an Idol which must have been of exceptional 
interest. The body is said to have been seen by d'Orbigny 
about 1840, but it has since disappeared; probably it was 
broken up for railroad material, though Posnansky has 
expressed the faint hope that it may yet be found in the 
course of further excavations at Tiahuanaco. 

The Gigantic Head is covered with well-preserved 
carvings of so distinctive a character that it has been 
possible to interpret them with a high degree of pro~- 
bability. The symbology of the Tiahuanaco monuments 
was based on the eclipse cycle obtaining at the time 
they were devised and there can be little doubt that 
the carvings of the Gigantic Head are related to an 
eclipse cycle of 289 lumations in 192 days. Details 
cannot be given here, since the analysis is lengthy and 
would require several illustrations and diagrams for a 
full understanding. 

Comparative figures for the four monuments which 
have now been interpreted are: 

"Kochamama" 380 lun.sin 28) days. 32g lun.ein 2 days 
Great Idol 25 288 35 2h 
Gigantic Head 435 289 363 2h, 
Calendar 477 290 37 24, 
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The Gigantic Head gives no indication of the number 
of days in the year when it was devised. Its eclipse 
cycle, however, appropriately fits into place between 
that of the Great Idol and the Calendar. 

It is highly probable that when "Kochamama", the 
Great Idol and Gigantic Head were devised the year con- 
sisted of an exact number of days. The carving of an 
Idol must have been an exceptional undertaking, to com 
memorate some special or exceptional occasion, and the 
fact that 2h-day eclipse cycles of an exact number of 
lunations were passed over (by only one-eighth of a 
lunation in the case of "Kochamama" and the Gigantic 
Head) points to the probability that the reason for 
passing them over was to await the time —- probably not 
very long, possibly no more than seven or eight years - 
when the year would consist of an exact number of days. 
(The Calendar is an exception. Its eclipse cycle has an 
exact (almost) number of lunations in 2 days, but though 
the number of calendar days is 290 provision was made to 
Na the precise number of days in the year, viz. 
290.4. 

This conclusion is supported by the fact that in 
the case of the Gigantic Head the cycle passed over, vize, 
36 lunations in 24 days, was very exceptional, in that 
each revolution would take exactly two days, each pas-— 
sage exactly one day. That this exceptional cycle was 
regarded as worthy of commemoration for its own sake, 
apart from any consideration of the number of days in 
the year, is shown by the carving on a frieze, depicting 
four Pumas, the symbology of which is related to an 
eclipse cycle of 36 lumations in 2) days. 

The above results, taken together, should dispose of 
any doubts as to the validity of the interpretations. 

The symbology of each monument is related to the specific 
eclipse cycle stated and to no other. A difference of no 
more than one-eighth of a lunation would render any of 
these cycles invalid. There can thus be no question of 
coincidence; any idea that the symbology relates to a 
year of 365 days must be dismissed. 

Only the gradual approach of a satellite, as 
envisaged by Hoerbiger, could account for the above 
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figures, which show a progressive increase in the number 


of lunations per year and in the number of days in the 
yeare 


IIe A Chronological Note 





Ascertainment of the date of Classical Tiahuanaco 
would seem to depend largely on the date when the last 
Ice Age ended, that is, the date when the ice began to 
retreat. The tendency today is to bring this date much 
nearer to our own time than was quite recently thought 
to be possible. Instead of some 22-25000 years ago it 
is now considered that a date of 10-12000 years ago 
would be nearer the mark. Since, however, under the 
Hoerbiger Theory, the retreat of the ice began when the 
Satellite disintegrated, so recent a date as even 12000 
years ago would not be acceptable, particularly if it 
is accepted that the capture of the Moon took place 
some 11500 years ago. 

Yet the date now accepted by geologists for the 
retreat of the ice need not necessarily invalidate a 
comparatively recent date for the destruction of the 
Satellite. When this event happened the debris must 
have formed a ring round the Earth, similar to the rings 
of Saturne The comparatively slow dispersal of the ring 
must have resulted in a comparatively slow retreat of 
the ice, a2 process which would be retarded, and perhaps 
even reversed for a time, when the capture of the Moon 
again withdrew part of the atmosphere from the polar to 
the eauatorial regions. Thus the effects of the Moon- 
capture may, possibly, enable the latest geological 
date for the retreat of the ice to be reconciled with an 
acceptable date for the destruction of the Satellite. 

Taking Hinzpeter's date of 17000-15000 years ago as 
the period of the Girdle Tide (Atlantis, Nov.1954), the 
date of Tiahuanaco may be placed at 16500 years ago, 
which agrees with the apse-equinoctial line coincidence 
at the time of the Calendar. This would allow of a 
period of some 300 years between the date of "Kochamama” 
and that of the Calendar, and some 50 years between Idols, 
assuming that they were carved, as suggested above, when 
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the year had reached an exact number of days. These are 
not impossible, or even unlikely, periods, considering 
the obviously close relationship between the symbologies 
of the various monuments. 

With 15000 years ago for the breakdown of the 
Satellite and 11500 for the capture of the Moon, the 
Asatellitic Age would have endured for 3500 years. Would 
this have been sufficient for the dispersal of the Satel- 
litic debris? However, it need not be assumed that the 
debris must have dispersed in its entirety during the 
Asatellitic Age. It may have continued to fall for a 
long time after the capture of the Moon. Adding say 
6000 years to the Asatellitic Age there would be a period 
of some 10000 years for the dispersal of the debris, 
leaving the clear skies of the present day. 

But, we may ask, has the debris fallen in its 
entirety, even today? In Atlantis, March 1957, mention 
is made of the "Holpuch Objects". Should the reality of 
these objects be confirmed, their presence points to a 
comparatively recent date for the disintegration of the 
Satellite, assuming that they are, in fact, remnants of 
a destroyed satellite. 

Again; Velikovsky, in his recent book "Earth in 
Upheaval", adduces a great deal of evidence in support 
of two catastrophies which happened about 800 BC and 
1500 BC. The causes of these catastrophies, as postu- 
lated by Velikovsky, may be rejected (see Hinzpeter, 
Atlantis, Sept. 1952) without necessarily rejecting his 
evidence or his dates, in which case alternative causes 
may be mooted. Is it possible that the cause of these 
catastrophies was the descent of satellitic debris, 
remnants of the disintegrated Satellite, which, for 
whatever reason, was delayed in its descent to the Earth?

It would seem that the only time to make an exped— 
ition to Ararat is at the end of a very hot summer when 
the ice sheet covering whatever remains are there would 
be partially melted. Unfortunately it is only possible 
to know this at about the beginning of September after 
the summer is nearly over, which leaves very little time 
to organise matters. Otherwise, short of an atom bomb 
there does not seem any method available for the moment 
Which will enable a thorough inspection to be made.

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Oceanic Bottom Investigations and Their Bearings on 
Geology, by Rene Malaise. Stockholm, 1957. 





This scholarly reprint from the Stockholm Geolog- 
ical Proceedings, in some 30 pages, with 135 plates, puts 
up the most effective scientific argument for the ex- 
istence not only of Atlantis but also of an above water 
mountain range in the Pacific that has so far been 
presented. 


The evidence of deep core soundings taken by 
Piggott in 1936 shows definitely that the mid Atlantic 
Ridge, now four thousand feet below the surfacc, once 
separated two currents, one a cold surface stream 
cerrying ice from the North, and the other a warm, mud 
free stream, the ancester of the Gulf Stream. On both 
sides there are heavy deposits of volcanic ash which, 
according to radioactive carbon datings, was deposited 
about 12,000 years ago. 


Dr. Malaise thinks that the peoples who introduced 
the Sandia Cave flints (new Mexico) were contemporary 
with those who produced the Solutrean points in France 
and Morocco, and, more that they both came from Atlantis 


some 25,000 years via Iceland over the then existing 
land bridge.

In 1955 there was published in the United States a 
book under the above title by a Dr. Hugh A. Moran, 
giving a religious and zodiacal origin for the letters 
of the alphabet, finding the basic roots somewhere in 
China about 114,00 BC.

How- 
ever, it is hard to see upon what basis he picks on the 
Gate of 1400 BC, as the Zodiac must have been in use 
for many thousands of years before them. 


It is quite possible that the origin of the alpha- 
bet might have been related to the custom of giving to 
children amulets inscribed with the signs of the zodiac 
from which the picture of the sign might have been used 
as &@ signature.
